Hee conceaves that the Parliament when they made tharOrdi. 
nance binding every Captain romakegood his Horſes and Armes, 
intended_and-concluded to.pay-the Captaine and his Troope or 
company-teniſtancly, which oyghtin the firſt place ro be performed 
before the other can.bee expeRed, becaule by reaſon of their wane 
of pay they catnot provide for and maintaine their Horſes if. they 


fall ſicke, or lame, whercby they are diſabled tokeepe chem alive and 


ſcrviceable (and the hkefor the repaire of their Armyes and ſaddles 
which unavoidably occaſtonetk-thelofſe of many Horſes and Arms, 


which not heing by hisor bis Souldicrs dchule :,0ughr nor as hee 
conceaves to be charged with them or pay forthem. | 
If it be alleadgedthacthe'Capraine is toreccive the Sould; 

Arreares thereby to make good to himſelfe the value of theHorſes 
ana Armes loſt by the Souldier, and therefore oughtro make them 
good tothe > = _ does - coenceaves that courſe ro 
bee very unequall and will bee of-ill conſequence to the Stare, for 
there are very many $otildiers whoſe Horlcs;or Armes or both,doe
